The amounts assessed are payable in 
ten installments, one each month be* 
ginning November 1, are payable to 
the Antioch Commercial Association 
iroad fund, to be used un roads only 
and not to be diverted to other chan- 
nels. 

The roads to be improved arc known 
as route No. 1* which covers road from 
the Btato line south through Antioch to 
-the township line near Loon Lake, and 
from Lightncrs corner west to Sylvan 
Beach. 

And route No. 2, which covers the 
Toad from Antioch to Grass Lake and 
from the Grimm achopi house west to 
Beach Grove. Each route covers about 
six and one half miles. 

The purpose of this fund ia to put the 
above mentioned roads In flrst class 
shape and then to keep them so. The 
-work that la being done on the Main 
street at the present time is a sample.

The Creation of a Forest Pre- 
serve for Lake County at 
November Eiection 



NO END TO POWER CREATED

One of the biggest things that ever 
confronted the voters of Lake county 
and on which little has becri said, is the 
question at the November election of 
creating a forest preserve in Lake 
county. The entire absence of discus- 
sion of this question makes its adoption 
all the more possible because of the in- 
diflerence of voters who do not realize 
its importance. 

Without any reason whatever except 
my sincere belief that 1 nm right, I am 
positively of the opinion that this forest 
preserve is the greatest menace, in the 
matter of expense, that has ever con- 
fronted Lake county, and that it should 
be defeated decisively on November 4. 

If you have not studied the law you 
will probably not know if that under 
the law this district Is created by our 
votes on November the 4th or later, 
tho board which will be created as a 
forest preserve board later, would have 
tho right to condemn any tract of land 
in Lake county which has a wooded por- 
tion upon it and call that a forest pre- 
serve. They could go ahead and take 
out thousands of acreB of taxable pro- 
perty of Lake county, and .instead of 
the land being taxed to the county, it 
thus becomes an expense. 

They can install roads, build fences, 
hire policemen, and at tho very outset 
could raise $25,000 a year on Lake 
county's taxable property. As time 
goes on that amount of money which 
they could raise will increase, as it has 
In Cook county where, when the district 
was created, their $600,000 was raised 
the first aear. That amount now has 
gone to $6,000,000 a year wilhno telling 
whero it will atop, and all that it 
amounts to is that a picnic place would 
bo provided in Lake county for Chicago 
autoists who come to spend a few hours 
during the summer. 

We feel that Lake county pax payers 
have sufficient burdens now and recog- 
nize the importance of improved roads, 
etc., a new court house and things of 
that kind far greater than to have a 
picnic ground created for Chicago au- 
toists. So far as I have been able to 
see there Is no pronounced demand for 
this forest preserve. It merely orig- 
inated in the mind of a few who have 
very aesthetfc ideas when it comes to 
the' matter of taxation on the public of 
Lake county, and count it a very secon- 
dary matter. 

Movements of this kind usually orig- 
inate In the mind of somebody who 
urges their passage and ordinarily no 
one goes nut in a concerted and united 
way to oppose the success of such a 
movement. Accordingly it is up to the 
voters if they allov^ this district to be 
created and foister an enormous ex- 
pense upon themselves, one which if 
created, will go on forever and nothing 
I could pull it back once it gets started.

Booze Stocks Must be 

Closed out by Saturday 

Kenosha beer distributors have re- 
ceived instructions from the brewers 
tp so arrange their purchases so as to 
have their stocks exhauped by midnight 
Saturday, Oct. 25. The notices are a 
result of the announcement in Wash- 
ington to the eiTcct that after October 
25, jfpderal raids will be throughout, the 
country to clean up the stocks in whole- 
sale and retail ntores. 

The action of the federal authorities 
is bused on the assumption that Preai- 
dent Wilson will not veto the prohibi- 
tion enforcement act, which otherwise 
automatically become a law. The legis- 
lation haa been placed in the hands of 
Attorney General Palmer for enforce- 
ment, and the federal authorities 
throughout the country have been in- 
structed to start the raids immediately. 
The wartime and constitutional pro- 
hibition laws prevent the selling of 
liquor that contains in excess of one- 
half of 1 per cent. ' 

A Kenosha distributor said that the 
stocka in the wholesale atorta there are 
small, and that prices for what remains 
will not be increased because of this 
fact. He said the law permitted the 
*'family" stock and many persona are 
expected to take advantage of their 
last chance to purchase beer. 

After Saturday no saloon will be per- 
mitted to dispense beer that contains 
more than one-half of 1 per cent al- 
cohol. 

Enforcement of the federal legiala- 
tipn rests with the federal authorities, 
and not with the state and city ofiicials.

Question of a Good Roads 

Plan Up to Voters 

The question of proving a good sys- 
tem of hard roads in Lake county ia 
squarely up to the voters. 

If the present bond issue carries at 
the November election this county will 
have, in a few years, a complete sys- 
tem of durable hard surfaced roads. 
With the roads already completed, those 
under construction and those proposed, 
we will have approximately 150 miles 
of hard- rosds covering every artery of 
travel in the county. 

The results of the last few years have 
shown the enormous advantages of good 
roads to Lake county,commercially, ed- 
ucationally, economically and socially. 
With good roods comes increased tour- 
ist travel, more accessible markets, 
improved methods of transportation and 
greater recreation facilities for the 
people in general. 

The proposed program of construc- 
tion provides for work on eleven differ- 
ent routes. The roads specified ore 
over route previously designated as 
state-aid highways. Under the state- 
aid plan the expense of road construc- 
tion over these routes ia to be borne 
jointly by the state and the county* 
Each year a portion of the automobile 
feos is set aside to be divided propor- 
tionally among the counties of the 
state as the atate'a share in State-Aid 
Road Construction, This amounts, in 
this county, to about $15,000 annually. 

In order to avail itself of this fund 
the county must add a like sum bring- 
ing the opproximote yearly road appro- 
priation under this plan to $30,000. But 
at the present coat of labor and mater- 
ials it requires nearly this amount of 
money to construct one mile of concrete 
or other durable hard surfaced rood. 
At this rate we would be years in ob- 
taining a comprehensive system of 
highways. 

The law however provides fur tho 
Bsueing of bonds by the counties in the 
event the roads are desired faster than 
the yearly allottment of Stote Aid funds 
will permit. The county would then 
eventually got the one half refund from 
the state or in other words thf! county 
would advance the iitate's share for 
this work. 

Realizing the importance of obtoin- 
ing these roads in the near future tha 
Boad of Supervisors decided to propose 
to the people that the bonda be issued 
to defray the expense of the construc- 
tion and assure the construction and 
assure the public of the roads in a few 
years. 

It is plainly a question of getting the 
roads now or waiting an indefinite num- 
ber of years for them.. Lake county 
can not afTok'd to mass this oppertunlty.

Waukesan Sun Pur- 
chases Gazette 

With its issue of last Saturday the 
Waukegan Gazette, Lake County's old- 
est newspaper passed out of existence, 
its entire holdings being taken over by 
ltd opponent the Waukegan Daily, Sun, 

The consolidation of these two papers 
marks one of tho most important busi- 
ness deals that has ever taken place in 
the county seat. The Gazette was 
established in 1854 and in 1897 the Daily 
Sun waa established. Since that time 
there has been a continued scrap be- 
tween the two, factional atrife, and 
political squabbling being never at rest* 
Finally matters reached a point where 
with expenses of running a newspaper 
continually soaring and factional fight- 
ing keeping each on the keen alert to 
hold their own field, it was as James 
Woodman editor of tho Gazette ablv 
expressed it when he said that Vone 
paper had been played against the other 
until the joy of living had been com- 
pletely rubbed out." 

The owners of both papers realized 
that , the field was overtaxed and they 
also realized that as long as 
competition existed . there would 
be only years of hard work and 
a smaller profit thon those engaged in 
the business were entitled to for their 
labor. So the two opponents came t 
the understanding by which F. G. and 
W;_^. Smith manager and editor of the 
Sun took oyer the plant of the Gazette 
Publishing company.

Wnshlngton, Oct. 20.— Siiinuel Gom- 
pers, ivoiik from sovenil iliiys of ill- 
noss, took the lloor at the luitlontil in- 
dustrlnl conCorence to bitterly iissiiU 
an insluuntiou thut tlie worUlngnioii of 
tlie UiiItiHl StutDs planned aa attempt 
to overthrow the government 

Mr. Gompers was moved to what 
was culled the most clonueat speech 
of the conference by the remarks of 
L. F. Loree, who, speaking from the 
viewpoint of the employers, referred 
to what he said were attempts of hol- 
shcvism to gain a fnolliold In the Uni- 
ted States throuRh labor. 

He added that "there is nn element 

that believes that because It was easy 

to tear down the established govcni- 

' meat In Uusala It will be easy to destroy 

the government of the United States. , 

"That Is not true." he assorted. "In 
Russia the govermnent was centered 
' ' In'onc czar and his ministers, but the 
govcniment of the United States Is 
solidly nnchprcd In the heart of every 
true Ahicrlcan." 

When Jioree, who Is president of the 
Delaware & Hudson rullroa{l, said 
that Idbor took advantage of the most 
critical period of the recent war to 
lo;rte important concessions from the 
war labor board, llr. Gompers rose to 
j:\hlB feet. 

Speaking In a weak voice the feder- 
ation president recalled the confer- 
ence of 13G labor leaders on March 12, 
1017, at widch lalwr pled^rod Itself. 
three weeks before President Wilson 
asked for a declaration of war. to 
back the government to the limit, come 
what might. 

"And American labor made good its 
pledge," he added hoarsely. 

Plainly drawing on his reser\-o of 
strength — lessened by several days of 
illness — the veteran labor lea<lcr re- 
. -ferred with scorn to Mr. Loree's In* 
fitnuatlons that labor had enjoyed un* 
Cue benefits from the wnr. 

"Ah, we should go to thc'grcat cor- 
porations, to the board of directors to 
find tlio philanthropists of our time." 
he exclaimed sarcastically. "Perish 
tlio thought V* 

Assorting that "whether yon like It 
or not, the masses of labor of the Uni- 
ted States have at last found their 
ability to articniato through organiza- 
tion," Mr. Gompers told the delcgntoa 
that the laboring people are produclnp 
the wealth of the world and that, with- 
out minimizing the great Cdntrlbutloiis 
^ . made by men of thoiiglit and direction 
to that production, the time luul couio 
when In America labor was determined 
to gain a fair share of the rewards.

Same Report Says Kronstadt Also Has 
Been Captured by the Anti- 
Bolshevists, 

Washington, Oct 20. — Petrograd has 
fallen, according to nn olllclal dis- 
patch received and made public by tlie 
state dopartiaent. Kronstadt has also 
been wrested from the bolshevlUI. The 
announcement was nmde by Acting 
Secretary of SUite Phillips, hut It was 
guarded in its nature, because com- 
plete condrauition has not yet been 
received from the American diplo- 
matic agent who is nearest I'etrograd, 
The state department's announcement 
says : 

"The fall of Petrograd and the oc- 
cupancy of both that city and Kron- 
stadt by the Uusshtn while forces has 
been ofllclally reported by the gcncrnt 
stuff of the Finnish army to the VI- 
borg representative of the northwest- 
ern Rovernnient of Itussla." 

Mr. Phillips added that a direct dls- 
pntch received by the department 
from its representative nearest the old 
Uusslan capital reports that the Fin- 
nish ofliclal. announcement has not yet 
been oincially corroborated froai other 
sources. 

The llrst message reporting the Fin- 
nish announcement was very brief. It 
came from Vihorg. It followed uncon- 
rirmwl reports which have come to the 
department through Swedish aad Uus- 
slan sources to the effect-that tlie two 
dries had been taken from the I)olshe- 
vlkl by attacking forces under Gen- 
eral Yudenltch; and that with the fall 
of Fort Gatchina, ;{5 miles from Petro- 
grad, on the way to Ilerlin, the col- 
lapse of the old capltol was inevitable. 

The boislieviki are now reported to 
he concentrating all their forces for a 
decisive struggle with General Denl- 
kino's troops In the south. 

Paris. Oct. 20.— Contradictory re- 
ports are received from Itus*;Ia. and It 
Is IinpoKsil)le to confirm nuriors thut 
Petrograd has been taken by the 
nortliwestera Russian armr untler 
General Yudenltch. It seems certain, 
however, that the Yudenltch troops 
are advancing nnd must be at the 
gates of the city. If they have not nl- 
rendy taken It 

Newspapers here announce lluit 
General Mangln of the French ar ny 
has been nominated as chief of the al- 
lies' mission to supervise the evacua- 
tion 'of the Baltic provinces by the 
German forces, which up to last week- 
were under the command of General 
von der Goltz. They declare, however, 
that the nomination has not been con- 
firmed but that It seems probable that 
this or .some other similar post has 
been offered to lilm. General Jia'-gin 
Is understood not to have nuide known

rO ENFORCE WAR PENALTY 



Review of Cases and Recommenda- 
tions for Clemency, Coupled With 
Good Conduct, Have Served to 
Reduce Terms of Many. 

Washington. Oct 21.— Between ..the 
efforts of the aumesty conunlttee In 
Chicago and the civil, liberties bureau 
In New Vork to bring about the re- 
lease of conscientious objectors from 
the adiitary prisons and disciplinary 
barracks In which they are confined, 
and thesprotests of the various i)osts 
of the American Legion wldcb desUp 
to keep them in, the war departmeat 
is striving to umlntalu strict neutral- 
ity in the carrying out of the law in 
each case uaide and provided. 

Only those conscientious objectors 
who refused to co-bpcnito with any of 
the regulations framed especially to 
I»rovlde for them as sulUclently war- 
Uiie to earn for them tlie status of 
"general prisoners," are now held at 
Leavenworth, Alcatraz. I'N>rt Douglas 
and Gtlicr prisons, the plan at present 
being to concentrate the recalcitrants 
at Fart Douglas, 

Several of tliese since the armistice 
have modified their resistance by con- 
senting to work and otherwise to con- 
fornWto the rules govendug tiieir fel- 
lows, thus bringing about material re- 
ductions in their sentences and In a 
nmnlier of cases their release. Itevlew 
of cases and reconuuendatlons for 
clemency, coupled with good, conduct, 
have served to reduce the terms of the 
nnijorlty of objectors. 

No dlsiWsltlon toward clemency ex- 
ists, however, In the case of agitators 
and propntiandlsts, who of their own 
volition or as missionaries of societies 
organized to encourage resistance to 
authority, have sought to convert oth- 
ers to llieir own peculiar views. 

Apparently In this the war depart- 
ment Is following the attitude ado|ite(l 
by tile dcptirtment of justice In doid- 
Ing with violators of the espionage net. 

Tliere Is no Indication of any desire 
on tlie part nf war department olliclais 
furtiier to mlligate the sentence of 
Brent Dowe Allison, the Chicago con- 
.scieiitlous ohJL'Ctor who was :ourt- 
nnirtlalod for deserting after persist- 
ent and defiant refusals to appear 
when drafted. He was flaally taken 
from Washington to Camp Grant uu- 
der mnird and court-martialed, receiv- 
ing a sentence of in years at Imrd la- 
l)or. I'jlevon years were s!d)tnu:ted 
froia this sentence by a special clem- 
ency hoard a few months ago, aiid It 
Is highly unlikely that anything short 
of positive orders from the secretary 
of war will relieve him from Eervlng 
the renmhidcr of the term. 

Of approximately 500 conscientious 
objectors who became "general i>rIson- 
ers." ai)Out 200 are still serving terms 
rani.'lng for the most part from two to 
ten years. 

The only objectors released from 
prison and honorably discharged with 
pay and allowances were tliose, 110 in 
number, reieasod from Leavenworth 
hist .lanuary, after exandnatlon by 
.Tudge Mack and Dean Stones, who 
found them elncere and woubl have 
recoauaended them for farm fnrlouglis 
had tlie plan been In operation at the 
time of their Iniprlsnnment. 

While no general jail delivery is 
contemplated of those ol)Jcctors who 
are still serving, with more or less ac- 
tive resistance, tlie terms Imposed Iiy 
the courts nnirtlnl acting on lljielr 
cases, recnamiendations for clemency, 
conmuitation of .sentences, and even 
for release, are having their eifect, 
tlinagh not all the cases reopened for 
consideration result in action favor- 
ablo to the objector.

U. S. TROOPS PUT 
TOWORK ON PIERS 



Regulars Will Attempt to End 
Congestion Caused by Long- 
shoremen's Strike. 



WILL SHOOT IF NECESSARY 



General Davison Says Soldiers Will 
Aid In Moving Transports or What- 
ever Else Is Needed— Baker 
Refuses to Delay Action. 

New York, Oct 22, — Five hundred 
soldiers of the regular army were 
landed here from the transport George 
Washington to attempt to end the cou- 
geStloii ut tlio army piers In Brooklyn 
caused by tlu> longshoremen's strike. 

The men are under orders '*to shoot 
If necessary," according to a state- 
ment made by Brig. Gen. Peter Davi- 
son, chief of troop movement at the 
port of emlmrkatlon. 

"The troops will aid In moving! 
transport or whatever else is ueces- 
sary," said General Davison. 

General Shanks deprecated sensa- 
tional rumors connected, with the use 
of troops. 

"There arc no machine guns with 
tliese men." he said, "and they arc 
not to be used as soldiers In the ordi- 
nary sense of the term. There will be 
no shooting or anything Hiic that 
There are many foreigners nmong the 
strikers and their possibly limited un- 
derslaading of the situation created 
by these rumors may tend to make 
matters much worse than need be." 

As the soldiers wore arriving the" 
police learned incendiary circulars 
appealing for the establlBhment of a 
"workers' government like a soviet re- 
public in Itussla," were being distrib- 
uted to the strikers. The pamphlets 
read In part: 

"To striking longshoremen: A procla- 
mation Issued by the communist party 
of America of Local CJreater New York. 

"Sixty thousand longshoremen are 
on strike against the bosses, the gov- 
ernment wage adjustment board aild 
the scab unionism of the American 
Federation of Laijor. Strike means 
victory. Arbitration means defeat. 

"Unite with the striking express 
drivers, stevedores, freight handlers, 
platform men and chauffeurs for one 
big Industrial transport workers* union. 

"The government will send soldiers 
to lake your places. Some already are 
doing the •lirty work and IS.OOO are 
on the way. How can you expect a 
square deal froiu the bosses' govern- 
ment? The govermuent will place sol- 
diers at the piers wltli rUles and ma- 
chino (,'uns to slioot ypu down. 

"The onFj' way to got rid of the 
bosses' government Is to establish a 
workers' government like the soviet 
republic of Itussla." 

Tlie soldiers were landed at Ho- 
boken aiul Immediately transferred to 
Governor's Island preliminary to duty 
at the army piers In llrooklyn. They 
comprised two battalions of the 12tli 
rvgular infantry, First division, which 
was first In France luul first in the 
fighting'. Many bad overseas chevroas 
and wound stripes. - 

.Tile tronps were in command of Col. 
.ieffe JI, CulllJjon, who comnmnded the 
2Sth infantry of the First division In 
France and received several deia'iii- 
tlons. llo was greeted at the jilcr by 
Brigadier General Davison, who, when 
asked If more troops were comlnp, said 
timt members of tlie IHth regiment iit 
Camps Upton nnd Mcrrilt, near by, 
would be brought hero If necessary. 

The soldiers wore outfitted with ci- 
vilian working attire. Asked wliethcr 
the soldiers would carry arms wliOa 
working. MaJ. Gen. David C. Shanks, 
commanding the port of endjarkation, 
said : 

"If necessary nn armed guard will 
be placed with then;, but It Is Impos- 
sible for a nam to work and carry a 
rifie." 

General Shanks added that no sol- 
diers would work nt conmierclal pler« 
or do anything other than strictly gov- 
ernment work. 

Washington, Oct 22. — Secretarj 
Baker refused the request of Mayor 
llylan of New York to postpone tiie 
use of troops nt New York until fur- 
ther efforts could he made to settle the 
strike of longahoremen there. 

Mr. Baker said muinteuance of armj 
transport service out of Now York was 
n part of the war operations of the 
government and that be Intended to 
continue the operation of the ships. 
He added, however, that he was wdll- 
Ing to co-operate with Mayor Hylan 
in any possible way "to bring about an 
adjUHtmeiU of the strike dllficulty."

WARNS OF DUST 







Department of Agriculture Tells 

of Tragedies Which Carry 

Own Lesson. 



LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY 



Men In Flour Mllla, Cereal MUIs and 
Elevators Under Government Urge 
Are Using More Care — Pre- 
ventive Devices InBtaNed. 

Wnalilngton.— Uere Is q remnrkablo 
coDtrnst : 

Between Mlfrch, 1010, nnd October, 
1017— twenty montliB — dust exploslona 
destroyed four of tlie Inrgcst grain und 
cereal plants In the United States and 
•Cnniida, killing 24 people, Injuring 30 
wnd destroying 50,000,000 Avorth of food" 
stuffs nnd buildings. 

From October, 1017, to August, 1010 
— twenty-one months — there has been 
■only one disastrous 'dust explosion In 
a flour mill, cereal mill or grain eleva- 
tor In this country. This explosion 
occurred In May, 1010, In an elevator 
In the Northwest. Three men were 
Iclllcd, four Injured nnd property dam- 
aged to the extent of $100,000. 

Did not the elevators und mills 
handle more grain and Hour In the hit- 
ler period than In the earlier one? 
And did they not have Trouble with 
Uio changing of help nnd have to use 
., Inexperienced men? More explosions. 
In the natural course of events, were 
to he expected b] the Inter period. The 
secret of It liiflRit all the men In the 
flour mills, cercnl mills and elevators 
have heen^ careful nnd preventive de- 
vices have boon Installed. 

Carry Their Lesson. 

The following accounts of tragedies 
and nenr-tragedles supplied l)y the bu- 
reau of chemistry of the United States 
depnrlment of agriculture convey their 
own. lesson. 

A feed-grinding plnnt In Canada 
met with a 52.000,000 loss from an ex- 
plosion and Arc caused by foreign mn- 
ferhil entering the grinding machine. 
The spnrks created by this foreign ma- 
terial, passing through the grinding 
pintos Ignited the dust In and around 
the mnchlne. A small explosion fol- 
lowed. Dust-lndtn air propagated the 
llamn to a large bin, where the dust 
had been stirred Into suspension. TIiIh 
produced a second and violent explo- 
sion and the Are that resulted com- 
pletely destroyed the plnnt, killing IT 
men and Injuring 10, 

Friction between any two disslmllnr 
bodies win produce static electricity. 
A spark .of this type started a (Ire in 
nn elevator head of a southern export 
house. Since the elevator heads nnd 
legs wore completely boxed In nnd the 
mucbinery was operating properly 
there wns absolutely no possibility of 
any cause for this Are except static 
electricity. The discharge Ignited the 
dust In the clevntor head, the flames 
burst out and caused a fire on the top 
floor. Fortunately . the plnnt wns 



equipped with an nutomatic bprlnkler 
system and. tlie Are was extinguished 
before much damngo was done. By 
grounding every clevntor head In the 
building- this danger was eliminated, 
and since thnt time no' fire or explo- 
sion has occurred In the plant 
Care Prevents Disaster. 

It was the custom at a certain cereal 
grinding- mill In the middle West to 
keep the plant as free as possible from 
all dust. This practice, no tloubt. 
saved the plant from a disastrous ex- 
plosion nnd Are. Some bits of foreign 
material got past the magnetic sepa- 
mtor, and upon entering the grinding 
machine caused sparks to fly. The 
sparks Ignited the dust In suspension, 
blew open the doors of the grinding 
machines, nnd flames shot out to a, 
distance of several feet; but because' 
of the lack of dust to propngate the 
Aanie the fire went out. Had there 
been accumulations of dust near by It 
no dbubt would have been thrown Into 
suspension nnd another and very vio- 
lent explosion would have resulted. 

At nn elevator In /the East three 
men were transferring grain from a 
storage bin to a shipping bin when 
one of them smelled the odor of burn- 
ing rubber. 

"I guess we had better see what Is 
the trouble," said one.' 

"Let's flnlsh running this bin first,"

Ho sig- 
naled in for leg No. 1 to be shut down, 
but because of some nilstnke leg No. 2 
was shut dow^n Instead. The belt In 
No. 1 continued to sllp' until the heat 
produced was so great that tlio belt 
began t6 burn, thus Igniting the dust 
In the leg iind producing a sharp local 
explosion, which blow the log apart. 
This explosion stirred up the dust 
about tbo plnnt. Ignited It, nnd pro- 
duced, a very violent explosion. The 
Are which resulted ■ completely de- 
stroyed the plant. Seven men were 
killed, 22 Injured and the property 
damage amounted to 51.500,000. 

The miller In a modern mill In the 
South believed In having his plant 
clean. In having efllclcnt Are-Aghting 
apparatus, and lu using a flnshllght If 
he must Inspect a bin by artificial 
light.

"It cannot bo 'emphasized too strongly thnt somebody outside the InAuences 
of the departments shoiild receive the eatlmntea and make up a budget for 
which he would beirespouslble and who should answer to the president alone," 
Governor Lowden declared. * 

The npponranco of Governor Lowden on the Hoor of the house following 
his testifying before the appropriations comndttee was the signal for an ova- 
tion which Interrupted proceedings. Democrats and Rermbllcans alike joined 
In an outhurst of cheering and applause.

But that Is exactly what the United 
States department of agriculture, with 
the help of the state authorities of 
Texas did In the campaign for the 
(■llinlnatlon of the pink hollworm of 
cotton. It was done so successfully 
that not a single egg, larvn, or moth 
of tlie pink hollworm appeared In lOtS, 
n result that appears to Justify the 
characterization of the Job as the \iW,- 
gest successful entomological experi- 
ment of Its kind In history. 

Wlien It was flrst found that the 
pink hollworm of cotton had gained 
a footing upon the soil of the United 
States, the consternation that resulted 
was hardly less than It would have 
been If the discovery had been made 
tliat Gorman gunboats wore coming up 
the Mississippi river. But the con- 
sternation was among agricultural 
scientists. The general public did not 
know the desperate danger. The scien- 
tists knew, however, that, unless 
checked, the little hoUwnnn meant an 
annual loss of not less than SHO.OOO.- 
000, If, Indeed. It did not threaten the 
existence of the cotton Industry, and 
their alarm was not materhilly less- 
ened because the Infested area was 
limited to small areas around Trinity 
Bay, Beaumont, and Ilcame, Texas. 

For the pink hollworm spreads, not 
by yards or acres, but by hundreds of 
miles at n U-np. The chief agent of 
dissondantlon being man with his rail- 
road trains, the distance from Toxas 
to aeorgln or North Carolina Is no 
great jump, nnd It probably would not 
he a direct Jump. The larva would 
be loaded Into a car of cotton at Beau- 
mont, say, shipped to New Bedford, 
Mass., ^and left In the litter at the 
bottom- of the car, which would then 
go to Brockton for a load of shoes 
consigned to Atlanta, nnd would final- 
ly got swept out on some siding In the 
Georgia cotton fields. 

And there It would begin anew the 
devnstndnn that It has wrought In 
Egypt, India, Japan, the Piilllpplnes, 
Ceylon, the Straits Settlements, the 
Hawaiian Islands, Bra^ill, JIoxIco, and 
practically every cotton-growing coun- 
try on the globe except the United 
States. It Is the most destructive of 
nil enemies of cotton, often reducing 
the yield of lint by HO per cent and 
Eomctlmcs by more than 50 per cent, 
nnd greatly lessening the quantity of 
oil produced from the seed. In the 
Hawaiian Islands the cotton Industry 
has ' been practically nbandoaod he- 
cnuso of It, and wherever It has gone 
the Industry has milTorod terribly. 
Thnt Is why the department of agri- 
culture, when the worm appeared In 
Texas, thought It worth while to uuh 
dcrtake a campaign out of all propor- 
tion to the area Infested, 



The danger from tho pink hollworm 
had long been recognized, and regula- 
tions wore nmde by the govorumcnt 
requiring the fumigation" of all cotton 
from foreign countries before it could 
be laniled In the United States. Kv- 
pry possible precautionary measure 
was taken, but there came one thing 
against which even the govcmmcjit 
could not guiird. Tho groat storm 
that ravaged the Gulf country In 1015 
washed ashore around Trinity Bay. 
and possibly elsewhere on the Texas 
'coast, great quantities of cotton lint 
and cotton seed. 

Nobody gave any .special thought to 
the matter at the moment, but when 
the next year the pink hollworm ap- 
peared all around the bay, It became 
apparent thnt some of the wnshed-up 
cotton must have come across tho 
Gulf from the Lnguna district of Mex- 
ico, whore the pest had gained a foot- 
ing some time earlier. That may not 
have been the only source of Infesta- 
tion, but It was the one that gave the 
greattir pnrt of the trouble. 

An oil mill at Hearne had received 
some seed from Mcjcico In 1010, nnd 
the hollworm appeared In a few fields 
In the Immediate neighborhood of the 
ndll. The Infestation at this point 
was entirely cJlmlnatcd In short order, 
however, by uprooting and burning nil 
growing cotton, collecting and burning 
all scattered parts, the prompt milling 
and destruction of the seed, nnd the 
shipment to Europe of the hnrvestal 
lint. 

A mill nt Beaumoat, too, had' re- 
ceived seed from Mexico nnd had vio- 
lated its agreement to tise It only fo^ 
milling. It deveJopod thnt some of 
this .seed was sold to planters through- 
out a radius of 20 or 30 miles from 
the mill. Kacli .sale was traced and 
the surrounding district Included hi 
the clean-up operations. 

But It was the wnshcd-up cotton In- 
festation at Trinity Bny that devcJoped 
the really alarming situation. Involving 
more than 0,000 acres of cotton sur- 
rounding the bay, nnd It was . there 
that the really big operations wore 
undertaken. 

A large force of experts and labor- 
ers— not less than 800 negroes— with 
the volimtary assistance of any num- 
ber of farmers nnd members of their 
families, was assembled, camps were 
established, nnd the cleanup was he- 
gun on a thoroughly s^'stematlzod plan 
that Involved every Inch of surface, 
to make sure that no lurking place was 
loft for a larva to winter. AH tho 
cotton grown In this area was taken 
to Galveston under supervision and 
shlppc/1 to foreign countries. All seed 
was milled under the direction of gov- 
ernment agents. The work ended 
with tho whole area as clean as the 
top of a table. 

The re«uU, naturally, was awaited 
with much anxiety. In the spring of 
1018 (ho entire area was wntchnd. The 
planting of. cotton was prohibited, of 
course, nnd every stalk of volunteer 
cotton was pulle-d up and destroyed af- 
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tor careful examination. At tho end 
of the season tho reports of all tho 
Investigators showed that absolutely 
no evidence of the presence of the 
hollworm could be found. 

But the success of the campaign will 
not he regarded as absolutely ccrtnin 
until two other summers have passed. 
In the mcantinu? the quarautlno will 
be rigorously enforced. 

Prior to the discovery of tho nctunl 
presence of the pink hollworm In Tex- 
|as tho state, taking precautions 
against Its presence not far away In 
.Mexico, had enacted legislation giving 
authority to establish a zone free from 
cotton culture on tho border of Texas 
adjacent to Mexico. Since that timo. 
quarantine and cotton-free zones have 
l)c«n declared In three areas. 

Tho norauil planting of cotton In tho 
largest of these areas Is about 50.000 
acres and the Inability to plant has, 
of course, entailed hardship on tho 
planters. Individuals— 137 to be ex- 
act— disregarded the law and planted 
some cotton, a total of a few hundred 
acres. Legal action was taken against 
them and they have slnco signed an 
agreement to boar all tho cost of clean- 
ing up their farms, under tho super- 
vision of government Inspectors, nnd 
to leave tho disposal of the cotton 
grown absolutely In tho hands of tho 
nuthorllles. 

It Is Interesting to note that a con- 
siderable number of those so-called 
outlaw cotton fields were discovered 
by aerial observation. Much of tho 
country In the infested areas Is heav- 
ily timbered. Roads are neither plen- 
tiful ,nor good In many places, and It 
was possible for an outlaw planter to 
tuck away a few acres of cotton In 
some nook of tho woods boyond prob- 
ability of discovery by ordinary means. 
This gave the Inspectors of tho fed- 
eral horticultural board tho Idea of 
using airplane observers to spy out tho 
hidden Holds. The scheme worked nd- 
udrnbly. the first filght alone, reveal- 
ing no less than seven oullaw cotton 
fields which had escaped discovery by 
all other means. 

While a fonling of reasonable safety 
Is Justinablo as to the elimination of 
the hollworm from Texas, the danger 
of new Infestation remains so long 
as the hollworm exists In Mexico, nnd, 
therefore, extreme vigilance will not 
be relaxed. All railway cars nnd oth- 
er vehicles coming across the line nro 
Inspected, cleaned, and fuudgatcd. 
The disinfection of cars nnd freight 
with gas from generators placed with- 
in the cars has been discarded as giv- 
ing, no security against Insects that 
might he resting on the exterior of 
cars. Disinfection liousos linve been 
erected into which cars aro run and 
disinfected both Internally nnd exter- 
nally. 

The question Is now raised: Has 
tho recent Gulf of Mexico hurricane 
brought the pest again to tho Texas 
shore? Tho /Storm ravaged the Gulf 
shore from Brownsville beyond to 
Key West. If the storm of 1015 
brought the pest to tho Amerlcnn 
shore from Mexico, why should not tho 
same conditions now obtain?

Many Glorious Things Havo Been 

Done In ths Hot Spirit of Battle, 

But This Was' In a Class 

by Itself. 

From Hill 212, overlooking Fere-en- 
Tardenols nnd the valley of tho Ourcq, 
William Slavens McNutt, Collier's 
corrospondent, watched the Aiiierlcan 
Infantry start the Germans, on their 
final retreat from ReUns-Solssons-Cha- 
teau Thierry pocket. Ho says: 

And then I 8aw* tho most painfully 
dramatic thing I havo wltuesaed lu all 
this war. Out from the little strip of 
wood tiiat tho Americans had Just'caiv 
turcd, walking slowly out Into that 
open, bullet-BWcpt field over which 
the charfio had paBscd, I saw two men 
with the brassard of tlie Red OrosH 
on their arms bearing a wounded man 
on a Utter. They had perhaps 300 
yards to go back across that open 
field before the curve of the hill would 
shelter them from the machine gun 
fire from the UlU above.
